REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In the office action mailed 30 march 201 1 , Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences rendered a decision that prior art does not teach "a main processor 
receiving a programming signal and a rider signal from a program transmission channel 
and directing said programming signal to the audio player and storing the rider signal in 
the rider buffer" and none of the cited Figs. 5, 6, or 8 in August disclose this (FF5). The 
Examiner has failed to present a prima facie case of obviousness by failing to 
specifically show where claim limitation [2] is present in the cited prior art. In Figure 5 of 
August, the reference does not show the device 101 to include storing a rider signal in a 
rider buffer and device 1 1 0 is a separate device (FF4).
